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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the inventiQn by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Schanberger 
etal. (6,801,003). 

Regarding Claim 10, Schanberger et al. discloses a display system comprising: 

- a display panel (See Figure 4) having at least one illumination source (200); 
and 

- a programmable current controller (processor 102) coupled to the illumination 
source, wherein the programmable current controller is configured to regulate 
an operating driving current of the illumination source according to a digital 
reference (digital signal) programmable by a user (118) and corresponding to 
a predetermined reference driving current (from memory 114). 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lys etal. (6,897,624). 

Regarding Claim 10, Lys et al. discloses a display system comprising: 

- a display panel (See Figure 2) having at least one illumination source (LED 4 
shown in Figure 8); and 
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- a programmable current controller (3) coupled to the illumination source, 
wherein the programmable current controller is configured to regulate an 
operating driving current of the illumination source according to a digital 
reference (digital signal) programmable (program in processor) by a user (1) 
and corresponding to a predetermined reference driving current (from 
memory 6). 

Regarding Claim 1 1, Lys disclose that the display can be liquid crystal display 
(See Col. 4, lines 20-25). 

Allowable subject matter 

Claims 12-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art neither discloses nor suggests the following limitations, in 
combination with the remaining elements as disclosed in claims 12, 15, 24: 

a comparator coupled to the programmable interface and configured to compare 
the first electrical parameter with a second electrical parameter corresponding to the 
operating driving current of the at least one illumination source, and generate a driving 
bias current, and regulator coupled to the comparator and configured to regulate the 
operating driving current of the illumination source according to the driving bias current, 
wherein the driving bias current corresponds to a difference the first and second 
electrical parameters such as required by claims 12 and 24; 

The steps of comparing the first electrical parameter with the second electrical 
parameter based on the comparison, generating a driving bias current; and regulating 
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the operating driving current of the illumination source according to the driving the bias 
current such as required by claim 15.
